that there would be a short supply of water this 
spring. The Government has generally refused to allow pumps to be 
set up either on the banks of the Nile or canals. Numerous artesian 
wells have, accordingly, been sunk, entailing heavy imports of 
galvanised wrought iron pipes, and the demand for small pumps has 
also been accentuated by a shortage of draught animals. 

Importers of machinery have been quite unable to keep pace with 
the demand; local stocks were soon exhausted, and the normal 
advance requirements for the season were ear-marked in advance for 
purchasers. Hxceedingly heavy repeat orders were placed with the 
principal manufacturers, and intending buyers have found it difficult, 
if not impossible, to obtain delivery. The business has not been 
confined to one class of engine, but has included pumps driven by 
steam, semi-Diesel and oil engines, and also producer gas engines. 
The size of the units most in demand varies from 10-386 b.h.p. for the 
oil engines, 6-10 n.h.p. for single cylinder steam engines, and 
8-16 n.h.p. for compound steam engines. The usual lift is through 
a head varying from 40 to 50 ft. 

The sizes of the pipes used for the artesian wells are 6 ins. and 8 ins. 
drilled and undrilled, the present c.i.f. prices being Is. 8d. and 2s. 4d. 
per foot respectively, plus od. extra per 100 holes per foot for 
drilling. 

The credits allowed in the local machinery trade are usually spread 
over periods varying from one to two years, longer credits as a rule 
being given for fixed installations than for portable engines, as, in 
the case of the former, vendors can protect themselves by a mortgage 
on the whole property. German firms as a rule give longer credits 
than their competitors, three years from date of delivery being not 
uncommon terms, 

It is not likely that the demand for artesian wells and pumps will 
continue to be so keen as during the last few months, but the native 
cultivator is becoming enlightened as to the advantages of being able 
to fall back on underground water when the supply from the river is 
short, and there should continue to be a steady development in this 
direction.

these localities were practically deserted by the more prosperous classes 
and farmers with capital, the poorer peasantry alone remaining. These 
times have apparently now been survived, money is being more freely 
spent on land, and the labour question, which had become acute, is to 
some extent being solved by the purchase of labour-saving appliances. 
Better methods of cultivating the soil and irrigation systems are 
being introduced, and a demand exists for motor ploughs, binders, 
threshing machines, irrigation pumps and plant. For the present the 
agricultural implement market is mostly in the hands of a large 
American concern, which, through numerous agents and travellers 
who frequently visit the surrounding country, fosters the development 
of trade in these commodities, and is thereby assisting in improving 
the agricultural conditions that obtain in the district. 

It is proposed to hold an agricultural exhibition in Baku during 
the ensuing summer, but no particulars in regard to it are yet 
available. 

Marked activity was noticed in 1913 in the building trade. The

Agriculture in the Tangier district 
is still capable of great expansion, and makers of agricultural 
machinery are assured of openings, which are bound to grow in the 
future, especially when the cultivated lands pass from the hands of 
the natives into those of Kuropeans. As in other parts of Morocco, 
the earth in the Tangier district is hard and compact, and so powerful 
ploughs are necessary at the outset for the breaking up of the land. 
Oultwators are also used considerably, ranging in value from 180 to 
150 francs (about £7 to £18), according to the number of tines. 
There is a demand too for drills. Mowers and reapers are almost 
entirely of American origin.

from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Firms inscribed on the Register may indicate the particular lines 
of trade to which the information to be sent to them should relate, 
and a classified list of subjects is sent to all applicants for registration 
with this object. During 1913, 1,048 separate circulars were issued 
(to the number of 170,895 copies) to firms on the Special Register 
interested in the particular branches of trade to which the circulars 
related. 

The great volume of information distributed under this system has 
rendered it necessary to make a small charge for the service which 
includes the regular supply of the weekly “ Board of Trade Journal,” 
and accordingly firms whose names are inscribed on the Register are 
required to pay an annual fee of One Guinea to the Accountant-

TRADE CONDITIONS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 
GENERAL. 


New Zealand (Dunedin).—'The Imperial Trade Correspondent at 
Dunedin (Mr. W. 'T. Monkman) reports, under date 18th March, that 
trade is not quite so good as at the corresponding period of last 
season, owing partly to recent labour disturbances, but mainly to the 
absence of activity in the building trade. Several large contracts are 
now approaching completion, and not much important work will be 
undertaken for some months. 

The general outlook is, however, favourable; the producing season 
was a very satisfactory one, and with the steady growth of the primary 
industries, the prospect of a continuance of good markets, and the 
opening up of new areas by railways under construction and projected, 
the district should continue prosperous. Financial conditions have 


not changed for several months. (C.L.B. 9,864.)

Dominican Republic.—The following information is from the report 
by H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Santo Domingo (Mr. G. A. Fisher) on 
the trade of the Dominican Republic in 1918, which will shortly be 
issued :— 

The value of the imports into the Dominican Republic in 1913 
amounted to £1,907,576, as compared with £1,690,925 in the previous 
year, an increase of nearly 13 per cent. ‘The constant increase shown 
during recent years affords eloquent testimony to the progress and 
increasing buying power of the country, and is the more remarkable 
in view of the political disturbances of the last two years. All the 
foodstuffs imported, with the exception of rice, show large increases. 
Manufactures of iron and steel are the only important commodities 
which have suffered a decrease as compared with 1912, which was an 
abnormal year in this respect owing to the large importation of sugar 
machinery. ‘There has been a steady increase in the importation of 
vehicles, due mainly to the increasing use of motor cars, and there 
was also a greater demand for trucks on the sugar estates. Large 
quantities of cement were imported, but are not specifically mentioned 
in the statistics. 

The imports from the United Kingdom in 1913 were slightly larger 
than in 1912 though less than in 1911; it is doubtful, however, 
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whether the United Kingdom is credited with its full share of the 
trade, as certificates of origin are not required and the goods are usually 
sent by way of foreign ports. There is no doubt that the lack of direct 
communication is a great drawback to British trade, but Germany 
suffers equally in this respect and the smallness of the British trade 
must be partly assigned to other causes. ‘The United Kingdom 
increased its share in the cotton goods trade, which represents more 
than two-thirds of its total exports to the Republic, but it might 
have a far greater share of that business by means of a careful 
study of the market. Purple prints, white cottons and drills are 
the principal manufactures in this line imported from the United 
Kingdom. In the imports of tron and steel (about £25,000 in 
1913) the share of the United Kingdom is steadily decreasing, 
galvanised iron roofing being the principal import from the 
United Kingdom under this head. Paints and oils and sucks are 
the other articles in the importation of which the United Kingdom 
takes a predominant part. ‘There are small importations of British 
woollen goods, confectionery, provisions, earthenware, leather goods and 
glass, all of which are capable of considerable expansion. In addition 
there should be a fair market for United Kingdom hardware, in- 
cluding cutlery, wire, and enamelware, and for silk, soap, paper, drugs, 
«&ec., whilst United Kingdom shoes, especially ladies’ shoes and slippers, 
should have a good sale in the Republic. An increased interest has 
been noticeable lately with regard to British manufactures in most of 
these goods, but it should be remembered that there is a demand for 
only the cheaper class of commodities. 

The best method of securing business is through a travelling sales- 
man or, failing that, through a local agent. Circulars and catalogues 
as a rule bring little result.

French Congo Colony (Gaboon).— H.M. Vice-Consul for the French 
Congo Colony (Mr. J. E. Bell) reports that, from enquiries he has 
made, it appears that the various trading houses in the French 
Gaboon are keenly alive to the native requirements, and cater for 
them in a thorough manner. At Libreville there are four well-known 
British firms, about six French firms and one German firm, as well 
as a host of small Senegalese traders. 

Articles of United Kingdom manufacture are in great favour and 
easily lead the way, despite the preferential tariff which is in force in 
favour of French goods. More attention, however, might be paid by 
United Kingdom manufacturers to the possibilities of increasing their 
trade in sewing machines, enamel ware, cheap perfumery, building 
matervals (including cement, lime, paint, timber, &c.), locks and bolts, 
cheap trunks, boots and shoes, watches and clocks, cheap jewellery, also 
biscuits and sugar for trading purposes. 

As the Germans have not yet got properly working in their new 
territory |1.e., the territory ceded to them by France under the 
terms of the Franco-German Congo Agreement of 1911] it is 
impossible to say much about trade there, but already more roads 
have been constructed than had been made in the previous 30 years, 
and the authorities are working energetically to open up the

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country. ‘The district taken over by the Germans is essentially a 
rubber zone, so they are somewhat handicapped by the low state of 
the rubber market. There is very little prospect of any improvement 
for some time to come, and trading houses in the Camervons are 
closing their bush factories and transferring their plant and staff 
elsewhere. (C. 2,694.)

Italy (Libya).—According to a German Consular Report pub- 
lished in the ‘* Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 17th April, 
business in ‘Tripolitania is at present very quiet. Payments are 
very slow and nobody seems to have the courage to book large 
orders. As considerable fluctuations are characteristic of the 
unstable Tripolitania market, the present situation must not be taken 
too seriously, and it is probable that the barley crops, which are 
promising fairly well, will bring about a certain improvement in the 
market conditions. ‘There seems to be more w illingness in Tripoli- 
tania now to return to the order of things in vogue before the 
Italian occupation and to do business with the old-established native 
merchants. The time seems also to be drawing near when foreign 
labour will no longer be regarded as a hindrance but as a welcome 
help. There is, notwithstanding, a certain amount of reserve, 
which is all the more pronounced, as only keen firms with plenty of 
capital, who bave had previous experience in similar countries and 
who are in a position to study conditions on the spot, can hope to 
succeed in Tripolitania. There is, therefore, at present, not a very 
large field for competition. Commercial relations between T'ripoli- 
tania and Fezzan are still practically broken off, and it was only 
recently that the first small trading caravan (26 Arabs with 3 camels) 
arrived at Tripoli from Shati.

United States of America (Los Angeles).—The following information 
is from the report by H.M. Consul at Los Angeles (Mr. C. W. 
Mortimer) on the trade of that district in 1913, which will shortly 
be issued :— 

Nearly every day circulars are received from manufacturers and 
others in the United Kingdom who think that the changes in the 
tariff will admit of an extension of their business in the United States. 
Whether this is the case cannot be decided at present, but one can 
say positively that an extension of business cannot be brought about 
by circulars. Manufacturers and others who wish to do business in 
Southern California should establish agencies in Los Angeles, there 
being a larger population in that city and county than in the city 
and county of San Francisco. 

Arrangements are being made for several lines of steamers from 
European ports to ports on the Californian coast, through the Panama 
Canal, and quite a revolution in transportation matters is expected 
(see p. 698 of the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 24th December, 1913). 
In anticipation of the business to be done at Los Angeles, a very large 
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amount of money has been spent by companies and private persons in 
supplying dockage facilities, dredging, &c. (see p. 549 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 26th February, 1914). 

The Foreign Trade Committee of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce is prepared to answer enquiries by exporters in the United 
Kingdom and other countries, and business houses contemplating 
engaging in business on the Californian coast should communicate 
with that body. The Committee expresses confidence in its ability to 
find return cargoes for the steamships which it is anticipated will 
touch at Los Angeles after the opening of the Panama Canal.

COAL. 


Germany (Ruhr District)—According to the ‘‘ Bérsen Zeitung ” 
(Berlin) of 3rd May, the tone of the Ruhr coal market was somewhat 
more cheerful during April than during the previous month. It 
seems, however, that this was not due to a general improvement of 
the situation, but was the result of the extensive reserve, which was 
exercised by consumers during March, being removed by the price 
reductions introduced on Ist April, which naturally induced buyers 
to replenish their depleted stocks. The demand for bituminous 
coal was considerably better than in March, which resulted in steady 
sales for nuts and large coal practicaily throughout the month. The 
sales of coking coal were better, but, in consequence of poor business 
in the coke industry, not suflicient. to dispose of the supplies on 
hand. In all varieties of gas coal, sales were better than during the 
previous month, and, generally speaking, the supplies carried over 
from that month were disposed of. ‘The average daily sale of forge 
and non-bituminous coal likewise showed a considerable improve- 
ment, but in spite of these comparatively good sales, it was not 
possible to get rid entirely of all the supplies on hand. The coke 
sale figures only slightly exceeded those for March. Sales in the house 
varieties rose somewhat, whilst contracts for blast furnace coke 
declined still further. he demand for briquettes was brisker in 
April than in March, with the result that the briquette works are 
now busily employed. (X. 5,012.)

IRON AND STEEL. 


Germany.— According to the ‘‘ Bérsen Zeitung” (Berlin) of 25rd 
April, the following particulars of the German iron and steel market 
were given at the April meeting of the Steel Works Syndicate :— 

Half-jinished Products. ‘There seems to have been no important 
change in the home trade, but sales still leave much to be desired. 
Foreign trade is quiet, and in the United Kingdom foresight and 
reserve are being exercised in galvanised sheets and tin plates. 

Shaped Iron. The home industry shows that brisk sales are being 
constantly made. Export sales likewise show an increase, and 
incoming specifications are satisfactory. According to reports from 
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the European countries, sales ought to be quite as good this year as 
last, but on the other hand selling possibilities in over-sea countries 
cannot yet be described as very encouraging. 

Railway Material. Various orders have been booked for small 
German railways and more are expected. |urther contracts have been 
effected abroad. Business in South America is quiet. 

Pit Rails. The orders booked for the second quarter are similar in 
quantity to those for the previous quarter. The foreign market was 
sharply contested by Belgian competition. (X. 5,032.)

TEXTILES. 


Belgium.—'T'he “ Bérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 24th April states that, 
in anticipation of the approaching London wool auction and also 
having regard to the general unsatisfactory state of the wool industry, 
the recent sales of wool of all kinds in Antwerp and Verviers have 
not been important. Nevertheless, prices have been firmly 
maintained, and those for tops, noils and waste have been quite to the 
advantage of sellers. Business in wool weaving and hosiery yarns is 
being carried on within the usual limits; no greatly increased activity 
has to be recorded. Considering the relatively small industrial 
enterprise being shown, prices are fairly firm. In the wool weaving 
industry there was a decrease in the number of export orders. In the 
home market also only orders for present need are being taken. 
Comparatively speaking, manufacturers of ladies’ costume cloths and 
ready-made clothing stuffs, which are not of great importance in 
Belgium, are the most busily employed. There has been no change 
in the cotton industry. The position in the linen industry is also 
about the same, except that there has been an increased demand for 
yarn. Spinners are showing great reserve as regards offers. In the 
jute industry spinners and manufacturers are busily employed and 
are obtaining good prices.

France.—The ‘“ LBérsen Zeitung ” (Berlin) of 29th April states that 
the auction sales of French wool produced favourable results which 
were hardly expected in some quarters. In the open market larger 
supplies were not contracted for, and business in over-sea wool was 
likewise relatively quiet. ‘There was also no particular increased 
activity in noils, tops and waste. Consumers of wool yarn limited 
themselves to the extent of merely covering their own needs ; intended 
purchases did not take place, as the situation in the wool industry 
and the uncertain political conditions tended to make both buyers 
of woollen yarns and consumers of wool fabrics very cautious. In 
the wool weaving industry business was not particularly favourable. 
Even in ladies’ ready-made clothing stuffs (for which there has been 
a better demand), it was chiefly half-woollen and cotton articles which 
were bought. Export trade was very quiet, especially in regard to 
better-class articles. There was likewise no particular activity in 
knitted goods. The silk industry, on the other hand, is very healthy, 
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and both for the home and foreign markets larger orders for velvet 
and silk stuffs and ribbons of all kinds have been taken. ‘The present 
position of the cotton industry is satisfactory, and larger supplies of 
of cotton yarns of all varieties have been sold at better prices. Cotton 
fancy goods were also favoured by buyers. In the linen and jute 
industries there is no change in the position. (X. 5,004.)

Russia.— Printed calico.—H.M. Consul-General at Moscow (Mr. C. 
Clive Bayley) reports that, according to the local press, the spring 
season in the printed calico market, which ended on 31st March, 
passed without any special activity. ‘The only signs of revival were 
seen at the beginning of November, when the Moscow manufacturers 
gave notice of an increase in prices. ‘The reason for the stagnation 
in the market was that the harvest on the Volga and Cis-Caucasus 
did not fulfil expectations. During Lent the retail trade became 
brisker, and there were strong enquiries for satins, batiste, and the 
dearer kinds of web cloths; there was a decreased demand, however, 
for calicoes. 

The prospects for the summer are somewhat uncertain, as much 
depends upon this year’s harvest. Good orders for July and August 
have been brought back by travellers who visited the Moscow district 
before Easter. Merchants’ stocks are not heavy, and an increased 
demand is expected immediately. 

As a consequence of the completion of the new Kalisch Railway, 
several Moscow manufacturers are moving their branch houses from 
Warsaw to Lodz, and this transfer of business will have a considerable 
effect on the trade in Poland. (C.1.B. 10,050.) 





FOREIGN TRADE OF THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS IN 1918. 


H.M. Embassy at Washington has forwarded the following par- 
ticulars relating to the foreign trade of the Philippine Islands in the 
calendar year 1915 :—- 

‘he foreign trade of the Philippines for the year 19135 fell 
materially below that of the high.record of 1912 in both imports and 
exports. ‘The total imports amounted to 53,312,786 dols., being 
8,309,165 dols. less than in 1912, but relief from the rice-famine 
conditions of that year was the ruling factor in this reduced total, 
which really indicates a fairly satisfactory trade. The large local pro- 
duction of rice resulted in smaller importations of this staple foodstuff 
in 1913 than ever before recorded during American occupation, and 
imports other than rice show an aggregate increase of about 1,500,000 
dols. Increased trade is shown in cotton and in iron and steel. 
Under the latter heading, sugar machinery took the lead with a 
value of 1,000,495 dols.; supplies for the re-organisation of the 
sugar industry on a modern basis came chiefly from the United States 
and Hawaii. In addition to the smaller rice trade, a reduction in 
imports of foodstuffs generally is a feature of the year’s figures.

Exports amounted to 47,772,956 dols., the reduction in value 
of 7,011,782 dols., when compared with 1912, reflecting the continuing 
effect of the disastrous drought and typhoons of 1912 on the leading 
products of the islands. Greatly increased prices compensated in a 
large measure for a decline in exports of hemp, but the somewhat 
higher price of copra was a small factor against the heavily reduced 
production. A sugar crop is now in process of harvesting that is 
confidently expected to surpass all recent records, while coconut 
and hemp plantations are estimated soon to resume normal produc- 
tion. ‘Thus complete recovery during 1914 from the double disaster 
of drought and storm seems indicated from the three staple exports 
of the islands. Declines in the export values of cigars and leaf 
tobacco were only nominal, but the cigar trade with the United 
States fell from the high-record quantity of ninety millions in 1912 to 
seventy-two millions in 1913, and a diminished demand was indicated 
in the closing months of the year.

POSSIBILITIES OF LIGNITE AS A FUEL IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 


H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) has forwarded 
the following particulars, taken from the press, relative to the 
possibilities of lignite as a fuel in the United States :— 

Little progress was made in 1913 towards developing the vast 
lignite resources of the United States. A recent estimate made by 
the United States Geological Survey indicates that 1,087,514,400,000 
tons of lignite are available in the States of Arkansas, Montana, 
North and South Dakota, and ‘T'exas. Five other States, Ala- 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi, ‘Tennessee and California, contain 
many valuable deposits, but sufficient data have not been obtained on 
which to base an estimate regarding the deposits in these States. 
In North Dakota alone, the estimated deposits are 697,929,400,000 
tons, and only 499,480 tons were mined in 1912. This State, 
however, is probably doing more than any other in developing the 
use of this fuel, as lignite is the only grade of fuel found in it. All 
State institutions are compelled by law to use lignite fuel, and the 
University of North Dakota has been conducting some interesting 
experiments with it. It has been found that one ton of lignite in a 
gas producer will yield as much horse-power in internal combustion 
engines as will one ton of the best bituminous coal under steam 
boilers. 

In the seven north-western States, North and South Dakota, 
Montana, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington and Oregon, there were 
8,661,869 tons of bituminous coal and 5,615,162 tons of lignite 
mined during the year 1912, or about two- thirds as much lignite as 
bituminous coal. Of these seven States, Montana and North and South 
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Dakota have lignite deposits estimated by the Geological Survey to 
amount to 1,064,424,400,000 tons, which is 2,000 times as much as 
all the coal mined in the United States during the year 1912. It is 
evident, therefore, that this section of the country has abundant 
supplies of fuel. The problem is to find a means of handling lignite 
so that it may be easily transported. 

Lignite in its raw state will disintegrate when exposed to the air. 
For this reason it has not been found expedient to use it at points 
very far from the mines. Attempts have been made to ship it in box 
cars, but this is an expensive means of transportation and quite 
impracticable. On account of its crumbling properties, the logical 
way to deal with this fuel is in briquette form. Experiments have 
shown that this is generally impracticable without some sort of a 
binder. The United States Bureau of Mines gives the following 
estimates of the cost per ton of briquetted lignites in different locali- 
ties : Texas, 2°80 dols.; North Dakota, 4°04 dols. ; California, 4°34 dols. 
The cost of briquetting in each case is 1: 06 dols. including the 
binder. During the process of briquetting the large amount of 
moisture which lignite contains is removed, and the fuel is improved 
materially in its heat value. These briquettes are non-coking and 
will not form clinkers ; they are easy to handle and provide a very 
even fire on the grate. 

While there have been numerous unsuccessful attempts to briquette 
lignite on a commercial scale, it is not believed that briquetting is 
entirely impracticable. The previous failures have been due in a large 
measure to insufficient engineering experience, poor market facilities, 
poor salesmanship ana lack of proper advertising, and the uncertainty 
in the supply of binders. In other words, lignite briquetting has not 
been given a fair chance, and it demands some well-organised 
business enterprise based on a firm foundation to make the operation 
a success. ‘I'he railways in the lignite districts could well afford to 
give such an enterprise their moral and financial support, as the use 
of lignite in many districts offers a great opportunity for lessening 


the cost of fuel. (C, 3,218.)

RUSSIAN LAW RESPECTING THE SHA-OTTER AND 
SEALING INDUSTRY. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
translation of a Russian Law, published in the “ Bulletin of Laws ” 
No. 82 (Series I.), dated the 29th March/11th April, which establishes 
restrictive measures in connection with the sea-otter and_ sealing 
industry. 

In virtue of this Law, the pursuit of sea-otters beyond a distance of 
three nautical miles from the shore (as also every form of sealing) is 
absolutely prohibited. ‘The pursuit of sea-otters on land and within 
a distance of three nautical miles from the shore and sealing on land 
are allowed only with the sanction of the Russian Government 
granted under specific conditions. 

Persons or vessels engaged in the pursuit at sea of seals, or in the 
conveyance of sealskins (of Callorhynus ursinus, Callorhynus alascanu 
and Callorhynus kurilensis) are forbidden to use Russian ports, 
harbours, or any portion of Russian territory if these skins are not 
furnished with special seals, brands, or other certificates from the 
competent Russian or foreign authorities declaring that the skins 
have been obtained in a lawful manner. It is also forbidden to 
furnish vessels for the above-mentioned industry or for purposes of 
conveyance. 
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Russian Law respecting the Sea-Otter and Sealing Industry. 










It is forbidden to import into or export from the Russian Empire, 
or to trade in, the skins of seals and sea-otters, whether in whole or in 
parts, undressed or dressed, unless they are furnished with special 
seals, brands, or other certificates from the competent Russian or 
foreign authorities declaring that the skins have been obtained in a 
lawful manner. Skins of seals and sea-otters which are found to 
have been conveyed across the frontier without having been furnished 
with the special seals, &c. referred to, will be confiscated. 

The Law also prescribes the penalties incurred by persons who in- 
fringe its provisions. (C. 3,628.)

100 kilogrammes. The Decree contained the following Note defining 
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BELGIUM —continued. 
‘tissues of shoddy ” for the purpose of the application of the above- 
mentioned rate of duty :— 

Note. —Under this heading (i.e. “ tissues of shoddy weighing 
200 grammes or more per square metre”) are dutiable only 
tissues containing at least 75 per cent. of shoddy (regenerated 
wool, artificial wool). 

‘or the purpose of the present Note, wool which, resulting 
from the reduction of rags, is mixed with at least 10 per cent. of 
cotton before carding is regarded as ‘‘shoddy.” ‘The thread of 
shoddy may not contain more than 10 per cent. of some other 
kind of wool, or of some other textile material, cotton excepted, 
nor be mixed with silk in a proportion exceeding 2 per cent. 

The heading “tissues of shoddy” is not applicable to articles 
belonging to the category of smooth-surfaced cloths (draps d 
surface lisse), t.¢., those which have undergone the operations of 
teasing and shearing. 

As the foregoing definition does not appear to have been clearly 
understood by certain exporters in the United Kingdom, the Belgian 
Government have, in reply to enquiries made by H.M. Minister at 
Brussels, furnished some additional explanations as to what kinds of 
tissues are admissible as “ tissues of shoddy ” at the rate of 30 francs 
per 100 kilogs. ‘These explanations, which have been embodied in a 
Belgian Customs Decision, are to the following effect :— 

According to the Customs ‘Tariff provision which relates to the 
general heading T'isswes (No. 64) and prescribes that mixed tissues of 
any kind pay the rates for tissues according to the material 
predominating in weight, articles of shoddy (wool) mixed with 
cotton are respectively classed as cotton tissues or woollen tissues, when 
the cotton or wool entering into their composition constitutes the 
principal material in weight. 

It follows that the treatment prescribed for “Tissues of shoddy 
(en laine Wefjilochage) weighing 200 grammes or more per square 
metre’ can never be applied to articles in which cotton predominates 
in weight. Moreover, in accordance with the terms of the Note 
contained in the Royal Decree of tne 30th December, 1912, the 
heading “ Tissues of shoddy weighing 200 grammes or more per square 
metre” comprises exclusively those tissues (other than articles 
belonging to the category of smooth-surfaced cloths) which contain at 
least 75 per cent. of shoddy (artificial wool, regenerated wool) 
satisfying the undermentioned conditions :— 

(1) ‘The shoddy must be the product of the reduction of rags 
(effilochage des chiffons) and must be mixed with at least 
10 per cent. of cotton before carding. 

(2) ‘The shoddy thread must not contain more than 10 per cent. 
of some other kind of wool (new wool) or of some other 
textile material, cotton excepted, nor be mixed with silk in 
& proportion exceeding 2 per cent. 

The percentage of cotton amalgamated in the shoddy thread is 
ascertained without regard to whether the cotton comes from the 
original rags or whether it has been added to the shoddy subsequent 
to the reducing process. But it goes without saying that the cotton 
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BELGIUM § continued. 
thread with which the shoddy thread is often twisted up cannot be 
regarded as helping to make up the 10 per cent. of cotton which is 
the prescribed minimum admixture ; in other words, this 10 per cent. 
of cotton must be furnished entirely by the jibres of cotton 
amalgamated in the shoddy thread. 

The amount of shoddy in tissues which are declared as containing at 
least 75 per cent. of such material is determined by the total weight of 
the threads which satisty the prescribed conditions, without deduction 
in respect of the cotton and other textiles amalgamated therein. It 
is to be noted, however, that threads containing an admixture of 
shoddy fibres and fibres of cotton, this latter material predominating 
in weight (7.e., more than 50 per cent.) are regarded as cotton threads, 
and are, consequently, left out of account in ascertaining the per- 
centage proportion of artificial wool contained in tissues. 

The paragraph of the Note above referred to, which provides that 
the heading ‘“ ‘Tissues of shoddy ” is not applicable to articles belong- 
ing to the category of smooth-surfaced cloths (draps @ surface lisse) is 
to be understood ‘as meaning that under the description ‘‘ smooth- 
surfaced cloths” are included cloths properly so called with an abso- 
lutely smooth surface (ad surface completement rasée), excluding articles 
called “ cheviottes” and fancy materials with a more or less plush-like 
surface (drapertes nouveaulés a surface plus ou Mons peluch use), 

So far as regards the question of a mixture of new wool in the tissues 
under consideration, the Belgian Government suggest that as foreign 
manufacturers are no doubt able to appreciate the exact composition 
of their products, they should, in order to obviate difficulty, supply 
all requisite information on this subject to persons charged with 
making the Customs Declaration on the entry of the goods into 
Belgium. 

As regards the question of determining the quantity of new wool 
added to shoddy wool, it is stated that in doubtful cases the local 
Customs Authorities are required, in accordance with paragraph 80 
of the Preliminary Observations to the Tariff, to forward to the 
Administration a sample of the disputed merchandise with a view to 
it being examined by chemists and experts attached to the I inance 
Department. If in such cases it appears that the declaration has 
been made in good faith, the party concerned may be authorised to 
take possession of his goods, on condition of depositing, or entering a 
bond for, the amount of the duty at the highest rate which is held to 
be applicable, and of giving a written undertaking to abide in every 
respect by the decision of the Administration. (C. 3.506.)

2nd.—That samples of tissues, coloured felts and paper do not 
exceed 40 cms. in length calculated on the warp of the 
tissues, even though they be of the whole width of the piece, 
which will be determined as follows :—In the case of tissues 
by the selvedges and in the case of coloured felts and paper 
by a narrow border which is left unstamped along the side 

edges. Samples which are of no practical use except in 

larger sizes shall be presented to the Customs authorities 
rendered unsuitable for use by means of incisions made 
every 20 cms. across the width.

5th.—That samples of wines, spirits, and other liquids are im- 
ported in vessels which do not exceed 5 decilitres in 
capacity. 

6th.—That jewellery and plate of any metal are imported in a 
condition which renders them unfit for use. 

7th.—Other samples of merchandise, which cannot be rendered 
useless, and which may therefore be capable of being sold, 
will pay Customs duty on importation. The importer will 
nevertheless be entitled to a refund by the Customs authori- 
ties of the amount he paid in respect of import duty, with a 
reduction of 25 per cent., provided that he re-exports them 
within one year from the time of declaring them and pre- 
senting them for inspection.

RUSSIA.

Consul at Baku (Mr. A. E. R. McDonell) on the trade of that

either Kalish or Volochisk, from both of which 
stations a through car is provided for passengers proceeding to Baku. 
A passport duly endorsed by a Russian Consulate is necessary, and if 
it is intended to continue the journey to Transcaspia, Russian Central 
Asia, or the oilfields on the Island of Cheleken, a further special 
permit is necessary. This permit should be applied for at least six 
weeks before the jcurney is undertaken. All luggage is examined at 
the frontier on entering Russia. On arrival at the frontier the 
Russian customs authorities frequently persuade passengers travelling 
to Persia to have their luggage sealed and taken on in transit to be 
examined at Baku, or any other place of exit. A measure of this 
kind invariably leads to delay and expense, and the required formali- 
ties can seldom be complied with in one day. Through transit. vid 
Russia to Persia does not exist except by parcel post : duty is therefore 
charged at Baku in the same way as it is at the frontier. Furthermore, 
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R U SSIA—con inued. 


Baku is not a custom-house for passengers, but exists for the 
exclusive manipulation of goods, in consequence of which the 
examination of luggage is more thorough than it is on the frontier 
custom-house, and often things p: assed on the frontier through 
courtesy to passengers have to pay duty at Baku. When travelling 
through Kalish or Volochisk luggage is frequently delayed, and 
passengers should satisfy themselves at Warsaw and Rostov that 
their Juggage is in the train by which they are travelling. A 
comfortable route, although more expensive and eight hours longer 
than the above, is v7@ Berlin and Moscow.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Chargé 

d’Affaires at Santo Domingo (Mr. G. A. Fisher) on the trade of the 
Dominican Republic in 1913, which will shortly be issued :— 
The chief feature of the year as regards shipping was the inaugura- 
tion towards the end of the year by a British 
line of a competitive service from New York to 
the ports of the Republic, as a result of which 
freight rates have fallen over 50 per cent. (see p. 529 of the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 4th December, 1913). This line is at present 
chartering Norwegian vessels for the service, but it is understood 
that the company will soon use its own ships. 

A monthly service has been established by the Seeberg Line 
to bring lumber and flour from Mobile, and a British vessel has been 
chartered for the purpose. Other improvements in the steamship 
communication with the port are expected during 1914. 

It is unfortunate that a monthly steamer to Jamaica constitutes 
the only regular direct communication with a British possession. It 
is not anticipated that there will be much improvement in this respect 
until the harbour is deepened and quicker despatch is provided. It 
is possible that a monthly steamer may run to Santo Domingo from 
Halifax vid Porto Rico. Such a vessel would be able to carry con- 
siderable quantities of dried fish, lumber, flour and provisions, and 
would give Canada a good share in the import trade. 

With regard to the other ports, it may be mentioned that the 
Compagnie Transatlantique has established a fortnightly service to 
Puerto Plata, and that Barahona is now being placed in direct: com- 
munication with New York.

JAPAN (COREA), 


H.M. Consul-General at Seoul (Mr. A. H. Lay) reports that the 
formal ceremony of opening the Honam Railway 
to traffic throughout its whole length took place 
at Mokpo on 22nd March. The new line runs 
from ‘Taiden, 104 miles from Seoul on the Seoul-Fusan line. to 
Mokpo, an open port in the south-west corner of Corea. The length 
of the line is 162 miles, excluding the branch from Ri-ri to the port 
of Kushan, a distance of 14 miles. 

Mokpo taps a very fertile agricultural district, the development of 
which has suffered owing to the lack of satisfactory transport 
facilities. The use of Mokpo as a distributing centre for imported 
goods has also been hindered for the same reason. ‘The harbour at 
Mokpo can accommodate vessels of considerable size, and there will 
probably be an increase in the trade of the port consequent on the 
advent of the railway. 

In 1913 the imports at Mokpo were valued at £287,113, and con- 
sisted principally of rails and fittings, timber, s sheetings and shirtings, 
rice, flour, sugar, paper, &c. The chief exports are cotton, rice, cow- 
hides and manures, the total value in 1915 being £199,428

or nearly 161,290 tons more than in 1912. Of the above quantity, 
447,569 tons were sent to Batoum and the balance, 675,233 tons, to 
Poti. These excessive shipments of ore were largely from the 
stocks lying on railway platforms at Tchiatouri, which were 
reduced by about 2 11,925 tons during the year, only about 403,215 
tons remaining alongside the railway at the end of the year. 

The figures both for production and export would certainly 
have been exceeded had not the strikes come to intervene at a 
period of the year when work at the mines was at its highest 
pressure, and large shipments of ore were taking place at Poti. 
These strikes paralysed the industry for seven weeks in June and 
July last. Shippers of ore who attempted to report cases of intimi- 
dation to the police were immediately boycotted. Practically no ore 
was sent away from ‘Tchiatouri during this period, and the only 
ore shipped from the Caucasus was the comparatively small quantity 
ot stock which was lying at Batoum, and which was loaded into 
steamers by Turkish labourers, who continued to work despite the 
attempt ‘eal to involve them in the movement. The strike would 
probably not have lasted so long as it did had the men on strike at 
the outset made it known that a resumption of work would, in no 
circumstances, be allowed until a general settlement had been arrived 
at. This would have afforded exporters, who were tied down by 
contract to deliver ore and who were unprotected by any strike 
clause, a loophole to get out of their embarrassment by pleading 
jorce majeure as the reason for non-compliance with the terms of their 
agreement. 

Consumers of manganese in Europe who were unable to wait for 
supplies to reach them from the Caucasus were therefore compelled 
to look to India for their needs.

The immediate effect of the strikes was to raise the cost of produc- 
tion of ore at ‘chiatouri by } copeck per poud, and prices of ore on 
railway platform advanced 14 copecks per poud. ‘These advances, 
taking place as they did at a time when the steel trade was showing 
signs of decline, cannot long be maintained. As it 1s, a heavy fall in 
rates of freight from the Black Sea towards the end of 1913 enabled 
exporters to ‘deliver some long deferred contracts, but they are for the 
most part now only taking delivery of ore at Tchiatouri under contract 
at lower rates from producers to whom money has been advanced, and 
it is only the mines which are most favourably situated that are able 
to continue working and pay the existing high rates of wages. 

In conjunction with the general decline in the iron and steel trades, 
the prevailing low rates of freight may give India another opportunity 
of improving her relative position in the manganese trade during the 
present year. ‘The prospects of the Caucasian industry for 1914 are 
therefore, unpromising. 

The probability is that the demand for Russian ore will be smaller, 
and unless labour meets the situation by making slight concessions 
there may be a considerable decrease in 1914 as compared with the 
production in 1913. 

In 1914 the industry will further be burdened with an increased 
taxation of 4 copeck per poud in favour of the Association of Man- 
ganese Producers (see p. 550 of the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
26th February last). This tax, hitherto limited to ? copeck per poud, 
by decision of a congress of manganese producers, approved by the 
local Mines Administration and Minister of Commerce, may at any 
time be raised to 2 copecks per poud. From Ist January, 1914, it has 
been fixed at 14 copecks. ‘The last congress, however, decided to 
forego a } copeck per poud on all ores sent away from Tchiatouri 
during the first six months of the year, as a concession to those 
exporters who had effected sales for 1914 before the increased tax 
came into force. The right to contract loans was also granted by 
congress to the association.

Although these reductions will be an advantage to the Dairen 
merchants, they are not sufficient to bring the sea rates for cotton 
goods down to the level of the overland charges after allowance has 
been made for the lower duties at Antung (see p. 755 of the ‘* Board 
of ‘l'rade Journal” of 25th September, 1913). 

Japanese merchants at Dairen appear to consider that their

MISCELLANEOUS, 


RUSSIA (SIBERIA). 


The ‘ Bulletin Commercial” (Brussels) of 2nd May gives the 
following particulars regarding the condition of the paper industry 
in Siberia :— 

Up to the present the demand for paper in Siberia has been met by 
imports from Russia and Finland, but the high 
Paper Industry. rates of freight and the dearness of wood pulp and 
other materials has induced an enterprise to be 
formed in the town of 'lomsk, having for its object the establishment 
of a paper factory. ‘This factory will be equipped with machinery 
for the manufacture of paste board, packing paper, and paper for 
newspapers. It is estimated that the annual production will amount 
to over 300,000 pouds (about 4,800 tons), which is expected not only 
to meet the requirements of the country, but to leave a margin for 
export. ‘The construction of the factory will probably be completed 
by the end of this year.

MOROCCO. 


H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Tangier has forwarded the following 
particulars regarding the fishing industry off the 
Moorish nena. summarised from an_ article 
published recently in the local press :— 

The Atlantic coast of Morocco is said to be singularly well adapted 
to the development of a large fishing industry, as for a distance of 
about 40 miles from the shore there is an almost uniform depth of 
about 110 fathoms, which is eminently suitable for steam tr wling. 
The temperature of the water is very similar to that of the Spanish 
and Portuguese coasts, while a constant abundance of fish is assured 
by the presence in the coastal waters of all the constituents of 
“ plankton ” (animalculz on which fish feed) which are brought down 
by a branch of the Gulf Stream. Sardines, red tunny, and the spiny 
lobster (langouste) are round in large quantities, whilst the river 
mouths are full of small shad and mullet. At certain periods of the 
year large numbers of seals and porpoises visit the coast. 

At present these immense resources are practically unexploited, as 
the natives only have small fishing boats and never venture more than 
three miles from the coast. Sardine fishing is carried on at ‘Tangier 
and a French canning company which was recently established there 
is doing very well, though it only buys its fish from the natives. ‘The 
sardine industry should afford a wide field for enterprise in Morocco, 
as labour is easily obtained and the natives are hard-working and 
intelligent and merely need a few European overseers to give the 
necessary professional instructions. 

There is no doubt that, with the rapid increase in transport 
facilities, fish will become an important article of food in Morocco ; 
indeed, the coast towns even now could consume ten times as much 
as they actually do. (C. 3,348.)

BRAZIL. 


H.M. Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro (Mr. D. R. O'Sullivan Beare) 
, writes that that city is assuredly one of the most 
—— lavishly illuminated cities in the world. In 1912 
Illumination at OV £300,000 Was spent on public illumination, 
ai dindieniion both by gas and electricity ; 7,918,660 cubic 
‘metres (279,655,400 cubic feet) of the former and 
11,819,352,017 kilowatt hours of the latter were consumed. For 
private pi eat in the same year 16,291,915 cubic metres 
(575,365,270 cubic feet) of gas and 11,653,036 kilowatt hours of 
electric current were consumed. 

Electricity is stated to be superseding gas both for public and 
private illumination. Electricity was not available for private illumi- 
nation in Rio de Janeiro until 1910, but during the following three 
years its use increased by about 90 per cent., whilst the use of gas 
diminished slightly. (C. 3,442.)

11d.) for the first 
volume, 4s. ld. (post free 4s. 7d.) for the second, and 3s. ld. (post free 
os. 6d.) for the third. This publication, which contains much more 
detailed and exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly 
Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables for the years 
1908-1912, and detailed statements of imports and exports of each 
article consigned from and to each country, and in the second volume 
details as to Customs revenue, transhipments and articles in bond, 
with particulars of the trade of the United Kingdom with each foreign 
country and British Possession, and of the trade at each port of the 
United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) contains a classifica- 
tion on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “Annual State- 
ment” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 


limited period.
